THE Apostle Peter, in speaking to the Saints on this subject, said: 


We have also a more sure word of prophecy ; whereunto ye do well that 


ye take heed, as unto a light that shineth in a dark place, until the day 


dawn, and the day star arise in your heart. 
Knowing this first, that no prophecy of the scripture is of any private 
interpretation. 

For the prophecy came not in old time by the will of man: but holy 
— God spake as they were moved by the Holy Ghost.—2 Peter 1: 

Peter had reverence for the words that were spoken by holy men of 
God as they were moved upon by the Holy Ghost, and he wanted the 
people to understand in his day that they had no right to attach private 
interpretations to the words of these prophets. That has been the mis- 
chief in the ages that have intervened since darkness came on the earth 
—since the death of the Apostles. Private interpretations have been put 
upon these sayings, and people have gone astray, and they have divided, 
quarreled and fought, and drenched the earth with blood, because of 
their private interpretations of these sayings of the old prophets. But 
mark the words of Peter: “We have also a more sure word of prophecy; 
whereunto ye do well that ye take heed, as unto a light which shineth in 
a dark place.” Now, what did he refer to? Why, he referred to this same 
spirit. He was talking to them about the living oracles they had in their 
midst—Apostles that Christ had set in the church for a guide. Christ 
never told the church that He gave them a book fora guide. He gave 
them living men, inspired by the same spirit that the men had who wrote 
the old scriptures; Apostles that He had called and ordained and sent 
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among them, clothed with the power of God, filled with the Holy Ghost, 
and they spoke by the Holy Ghost. They also wrote some things by the 
Holy Ghost, and they were for the good of the people to whom they were 
written, and for our profit, so many of tliem as we have; a great many 
of them are lost. But, says Peter, “We have also a more sure word of 
prophecy.” What is it? Why, this spirit that is like a light shining ina 
dark place—the light of the Lord, the Holy Ghost, the Comforter, the 
spirit of truth, which guides into all truth, and which takes of the things 
of the Father and shows them unto His children. That is the more sure 
word of prophecy. That is the spirit which giveth life, while this book is 
the dead letter that killeth, if we have nothing else, because we contend 
over its meaning and do not comprehend its teachings. That is what the 
Apostle Peter referred to, and what all people on the face of the earth 
need, If they want to understand the things of God they must have the 
Spirit of God, the light of God, and therein discover the things of God 
clearly. The Bible is all right. We venerate it. The Lord has told us 
that we should do so and remember the former holy scriptures, as well as 
the latter day scriptures that He has given us. 

We believe in thé writings of the Apostles; but we look upon them in 
the light in which they exist. They have been handed down to us 
through men who were not inspired. They have been translated by men 
according to their best wisdom. We have not a single document containing 
the original scriptures. We have not one of the Hebrew writings of the old 
prophets. We have not one of the New Testament writings of the Apostles. 
They are not in existence, or, if they are, nobody knows where they are. 
The books which were used in the translation of the Bible were not the 
original writings; they were copies, and there were a great number of 
different copies, and they conflicted one with another in a great many 
important particulars. We want to look at these things as they are, and 
not have our eyes blinded. We do not wish to worship books, but we 
want to believe them so far as they are true. I believe the Bible to be the 
most valuable book in the world. I do not think there is any book more 
valuable to the nations than the Bible; and I cordially endorse the efforts 
that have been made by the British and Foreign Bible societies, which 
have printed books by the million and sent them abroad in different 
languages among the nations of the earth. It is a grand book. It is 
beautiful in its composition, the most of it. There are mistakes in it. 
There are some things that are childish; some things that there is no need 
for us to pin our faith to at all; but these things which ‘relate to God, to 
Jesus Christ, to our salvation, to our moral conduct, and that are guides 
to us in this life and unto eternal life, are invaluable. There are a great 
many of them in the Bible, and if we can only get the same spirit in our 
hearts that the Prophets and Apostles had who wrote these things, then 
we can comprehend these sayings in the spirit of them and get their full 
value. 

This is the great need of the people in this century. That is what these 
men need who meet in their synods and conventions, when they excom- 
municate men for standing up for that which they believe to be right. I 
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do not know but they are perfectly justified in it, though. When a man 
professes to be a minister of any religious denomination and voluntarily 
takes its articles, thirty-nine or any other number, and, with uplifted 
hand to heaven, or by writing his name, subscribes to that creed and says 
he believes it, and promises to be a true and faithful minister of that 
creed, if he then preaches something contrary to it, he should either go 
out of that church and preach as an independent preacher, or in some 
denomination with which his ideas harmonize, or he should be cut off 
that church, unless the church likes to remodel its creed in harmony with 
that which he believes. But while that creed remains as the doctrine of 
the church, he has no business in that church as its minister, and he should 
go out of it like aman. So I have no respect for men who act as some of 
them have acted, and I have no sympathy for them as martyrs. People 
are not burned at the stake nowadays; people are not tied to the wheel ; 
they are not stretched on the rack; they do not have thumbscrews applied 
to them; nor are they thrust into dungeons if they dissent from the 
creeds of the times. So these gentlemen, who contend over what they 
believe to be right about the Bible, have a perfect right to do so, but not as 
representatives of a religion that they do not believe, Let them go out like 
men and preach their doctrines where they can get people to hear them. 

But it would be a good thing if all these creeds could be revised in har- 
mony with these scriptures; for, strange to say, though these people tie 
themselves right down to the written word, and say that the Bible con- 
tains the very word of God, yet you read it to them and they will not 
hearken to your words, and they will not order their lives in accordance 
with the book. Let us refer to a little scripture. There was a man by 
the name of Nicodemus, who came to Jesus by night. He was afraid to 
come in the daytime, because the religion of Christ was unpopular. Here 
was a man that had the old scriptures and he came to Jesus to be in- 
structed. What did Jesus say to him? 


Except a man be born again, he cannot enter the Kingdom of God. 


They will believe that. What elsedid He say? Nicodemus was startled. 
He took the words of Christ literally, and he said, “How can a man be 
born when he is old?” Jesus said: 


Verily, verily, I say unto thee, except a man be born of water and of 
the Spirit, he cannot enter into the Kingdom of God.—John iii: 5. 


That is Jesus Christ's statement, and it is in the New Testament. It is 
what they call the word of God. We tell them that this is one of the 
doctrines of Christ, that a man must be born of water as well as of the 
spirit. Well, there are millions of them that will turn away at once. 
They do not believe there is any need of the birth of the water; they say 
it is the mere form, a mere ceremony, an old, antiquated custom; and 
another thing, it is good enough, if you believe in baptism, to have a little 
water sprinkled on you. That is what they say. These very ministers, 
who have been suspending men from the ministry, because they say the 
Bible does not contain in every respect the very word of God, say you 
may take a little infant and sprinkle a little water upon it and that is 
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baptism! Can they find that in the New Testament! No, they cannot. 
In the first place, this has to be a birth of water. Is there any similitude 
of birth in sprinkling a little water or pouring a little on the head of a 
baby, or making the sign of the cross? Not a bit. But you take a person 
down into the water, as Jesus was taken into Jordan, and immerse that 
person; bury him in the water and raise him up from the water into the 
air, there is a likeness of a new birth. That person is buried from the old 
life, and comes out of the womb of the waters to the air and breathes a 
new life. 

The Spirit of God is then given, and the blood of Christ is applied. As 
in the first birth we come into the world by water, by blood, and by spirit, 
and are made a living soul, so by the second birth the birth of water and 
spirit and the blood of Christ—we are regenerated and started on a new 
life, to be new creatures in Jesus Christ, born again; born of the water 
and of the Spirit, that we may inherit eternal life. Jesus commanded His 
apostles : 

Go ye therefore, and teach all nations, baptizing them in the name of 
the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost : 


Teaching them to observe all things whatsoever I have commanded you. 
—Matt. xxviii: 19. 

And they went out and preached and baptized, and in the Acts of the 
Apostles we have a history of what they did. We find that whenever 
they baptized people they immersed them. Paul says: 

We are buried with him by baptism into death: that like as Christ was 
raised up from the dead by the glory of the Father, even so we also should 
walk in newness of life. 

For if we have been planted together in the likeness of his death, we 

shall be also in the likeness of his resurrection.—Rom. vi: 4, 5. 
Buried first from the old life, born afterwards to a new life; buried by 
water, and born by coming forth out of the water. You go and teach 
that to some of these reverend gentlemen who pin their faith to the Bible 
and bow down to it as if it were a deity, and they will not believe it. 

We read also that Christ told His disciples to lay hands upon people to 
confer upon them the Holy Ghost, and they did so. We read about it in 
the Acts of the Apostles. On the day of Pentecost, in the very first ser- 
mon preached after the apostles were endowed and inspired by the Holy 
Ghost, they said: 

Repent and be baptized every one of you in the name of Jesus Christ 
for the remission of sins, and ye shall receive the gift of the Holy Ghost. 
—Acts ii: 37, 38. 

They baptized the people, and laid their hands upon them for the 
imparting of the Holy Ghost. The Holy Ghost was a revelator to them; 
it was light, it was life; it brought them into communion with the Father, 
and made them one. They were all baptized into one body, whether they 
were Jew or Gentile, bond or free, and all were made to drink into one 
spirit. They were joined together in the same mind and in the same 
judgment, because they had the same spirit. They did not have to quarrel 
over the letter of what was in the books.

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A PIONEER GONE TO HIS REST. 


Lemvgt MALLORY, an old pioneer in the cause of truth, died at Logan, 
Cache county, Utah, July 28, 1893. Brother Mallory has lived a faithful 
Latter-day Saint, beloved by his family and all that knew him, and died 
in a full assurance of coming forth in the resurrection of the just, to 
receive his reward. He performed faithful labors, both on the Kirtland 
and Nauvoo Temples, during the troublous times of the Church. Funeral 
services were held at the Fifth Ward Meeting House, Logan, July 30. 

Lemuel Mallory was born April 2, 1801, in Township of Young District 
of Johnstown, province of upper Canada. The date of his baptism is 
not known. He was ordained an Elder in Nauvoo, Illinois, April 6, 1840, 
and a Seventy in Nauvoo, December 30, 1844. He was ordained a High 
Priest in Nauvoo, June 18, 1845, under the hands of George Miller. He 
gathered with the Saints to Utah at an early day, and was there ordained 
a patriarch, June 29, 1873, under the hands of President George Q. Can- 
non. He was 92 years, 3 months and 25 days of age at the time of his 
death. 


SACRED PLACES IN THE HOLY LAND. 


As Palestine becomes more settled, its resources better developed, and the 
knowledge of the country increases, the interest in its “sacred places” is 
likely to be intensified. As communications are facilitated the numbers 
of devoted worshippers from Catholic countries will swell to hundreds of 
thousands, and even protestants will mingle with the pilgrims, and share 
with them the emotions natural on entering on the stage where once the 
sacred scenes were enacted. 

With this increased interest in the country a systematic search for the 
most noted places will follow. And who can doubt the possibility of still 
making discoveries, which will remove the mist of uncertainty that covers 
many places now held to be sacred on the strength of tradition only? All 
feel sure about the location of the ancient Temple ground, of Mount 
Olivet, Abraham’s burial place. Jerusalem, Bethlehem, Nazareth, Bethany 
still exist in their general outlines, but there is one place by many con- 
sidered sacred above all other places, but about which nothing certain is 
as yet known, and that is Calvary and the sepulcher of Christ. 

There is a place pointed out as the spot of crucifixion and sepulture of 
Christ. In favor of its genuineness is tradition Eusebius says that a 
Venus temple was standing on Calvary at the time of Constantine, and it 
is supposed that this temple had been erected by Emperor Hadrian, who 
was born shortly after the death of Christ. Constantine is said to have 
ordered an excavation of the place and found the grave, which then was 
thought to be the sacred sepulcher. The Empress Helen, so tradition 
says, further found three crosses near the grave, and through a miracle 
the one on which Christ had been crucified was discovered. A dead body 
was laid on the crosses, and as soon as it touched the genuine one the 
heart commenced to beat and life returned. A church was erected, and 
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although this was destroyed in later years it has again been rebuilt, 
beautified and enlarged, until it became the magnificent edifice it is 
to-day. 

Against the tradition much can be said. The location is not very far 
from the center of the present city, which seems to be impossible to 
reconcile with the statement of the New Testament writers that Calvary 
was situated outside the wall, unless, indeed, further investigation should 
prove that this place at the time of Christ was so located. But this seems 
again to be unlikely from the fact that the city then must have been con- 
siderably larger than it is now. 

There is at present nothing in the shape of the place that suggests the 
meaning of the name. It was called (in Hebrew) Gulgoleth, or Golgotha, 
“skull,” from its round skull-like form. This would seem to indicate that 
the crucifixion took place on an elevation with sufficiently marked 
characteristics, not to be seen where the Grave Church is located. 

A tradition among the Jews is rather curious. They say that the 
Empress Helen, anxious to find that grave, and supposing that the Jews 
who lived in Jerusalem knew where it was located, captured an aged 
rabbi and, under threats of torture and death, demanded him to show her 
the place. The rabbi did not have the desired information and so told the 
Empress repeatedly. She did not believe him but subjected him to tor- 
ture. In wandering about the streets of the city, between Roman soldiers, 
he accidentally came upon a cave which looked like a grave, and, in order 
to escape his tormentors, he exclaimed, “Here is the grave you are looking 
for;” whereupon he was released and the empress was satisfied. 

Outside Jerusalem to the north, a few steps from the Damascus gate, we 
find a hill in which is the so called cave of Jeremiah. In later years 
attention has been called to this place as more likely to be Calvary, and 
it will readily be admitted by all who have seen the hill, that its form, 
reminding of a skull, and its location outside the city wall are points in 
favor of it, although unsupported by tradition. 

It is well, perhaps, that no certainty about these places has been ob- 
tained so far. True Christianity does not live on “sacred places.” It is 
the great fact of the crucifixion and resurrection that is the life and 
soul of the religion of Jesus. But when a time shall have come that the 
followers of Christ are free from the superstition that worships a stone 
while disobeying the commandments of the great Master, then a discovery 
of the place where He suffered will be a benefit; for it will help to draw 
the soul nearer to Him in love, as a memento of a brother long ago dead 
will help to refresh the memory of the one behind the vail. 

So considered, the sacred places of Palestine will some time be mighty 
factors in the promotion of all that is good, noble and true.— Deseret News. 


FACTS AND EVENTS. 


About fifty gamblers commit suicide at Monte Carlo each year. 


A forger in Spain was sentenced to 3,038 . 
of the 217 indictments.

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A traveler in the Malay peninsula says that the natives have in use there the smallest 
ooin in the world. It is a wafer made from resinous juice of a tree, and its value is esti 
mated to be 1-10,000th of a penny. 


A curious coia used by the Gauls, about 2,000 years ago, was shaped like a horseshoe 
or the capital letter U, and was about one-quarter of an inch thick and two inches across. 
Specimens of this coin have recently been found in Ireland. 


Three thieves entered the magnificent cathedral at Queretaro, Mexico, and carried 
away with them the sacred vessels and a great many ornaments of solid gold. The total 
value Of the articles taken is about $10,000. The robbery caused much excitement. 


The financial situation of the United States is, to say the least, very embarrassing. In 
his recent message to Congress President Cleveland considers this question as of greater 
importance than the proposed tariff reform on which the present administration was 
elected. 

A memorial, signed by 103,000 Irish women, belonging to every class and n 
creed in that country, has been received at the Home Office for presentation to the 
Queen, expressing their views as to the disastrous effects likely to issue if the Home Rule 
Bill is passed into law. 

Tobacco consumption is increasing in Great Britain. For the last year it averaged one 
and six-tenths of a Ib. per head of the population. In France it averages nearly two Iba. 
In England the consumption of tea is rapidly increasing, and that of coffee diminishing. 
The use of cocoa has increased thirty-four per cent. in five years. 


About forty-five vessels are sunk in the Thames every year. During the past eleven 
years seventy-four steamers with an aggregate of 55,758 tons register, fifty-four sailing 
vessels of 9,128 tons, and 30) barges of 11,956 tons, sunken in the Thames, have been 
raised by the Conservancy lighters. The cost of the wreck and harbor service in 1892 
was £9,610. 


The famous diamond coronet comb which Louis XIV. gave to Mdme. de Montespan, 
after all its wanderings and strange experiences, has at last fallen into the hands of 
Mrs. William Waldorf Astor. She wore it recent! y in her hair at the Queen’s drawing 
room. Mrs. Astor seems to have a love for collecting old jewels worn by famous women. 
The price paid for the gem was something like £20,000. 

The Countess of Wilton’s jewels have been stolen from The Hatch, near Maidenhead. 
Two jewel cases were taken; one measured 2ft. by 18in. and 9in. deep, and the jewels 
were valued at upwards of £2,000, including one pair of earrings worth £600. In a 
drawer near the jewel cases was a sum of £350 in bank notes, and this was undisturbed, 
as also was a case covered by a scrap-book, and containing 20 diamond and other rings. 


A regiment of baboons has been encountered in Central Africa, so well drilled and of 
such ferocity that no expedition has dared to face them. They march in perfect order 
with outposts and skirmishers, and raid the country up and down for whatsoever they 
can lay their hand upon. They plunder orchards and fruit gardens wholesale, and have 
lately acquired the taste for flesh, so much so, that the farmers are fearing organized on- 
slaughts on their flocks. 


In three columns of a Liverpool daily were recently found accounts of the accidents 
and crimes of a day under the following head lines: Fell down Dead; Mysterious death ; 
A street fatality ; Sudden death of a pilot; Fatal accident to a publican; Sad death of a 
child; Fatal accident at Lime-street station; Fatal kick by a horse; Death through 
drink; Singular death from bloodpoisoning; Alarming trap accident; Fatal accident at 
Edgehill); Poaching affray in Cheshire; Low Life at Old Swan; Brutal outrage upon a 
woman; Alleged long firm swindle; Swing - boat accident in Mill- street; Railway accident 
at St. James’ station; Brutal assault at Douglas; Gas explosion in Toxteth Park; Effect 
of the Whalley’frauds. Besides these the paper abounds with accounts of drowning 
accidents, various crimes, from stealing a penny to murder, and the trials and sentences 
of various culprits. This is a fearful record.

THE ELDERS. 


BEAUTIFUL indeed are the teachings of the Gospel of Christ! Were it not 
for the unerring guidance of the Gospel, there would exist in the church 
of God to-day, the same conditions that now afflict mankind in general. 
Through obedience to its teachings the Saints will be able to perfect 
themselves in the sight of God. This gospel not only makes clear to the 
understanding the laws of adoption into the kingdom of God and the 
laws by which that kingdom is governed, but also proclaims the duties 
of the subjects. Among these obligations is enjoined the exercise of love. 
Not what the world understands by that word, but such love as Jesus and 
the Apostles counseled. Not only is the injunction to “exercise love” 
freely given, but it is observed among all true believers of the Everlasting 
Gospel. 

The scriptures left us by inspired and holy men, teem with injunctions 
to love that which is good and hate the evil. Not that we should hate the 
evil-doer, but his deeds; not that we should trample him under our feet, but 
seek to lead him from his path of wrongdoing, that he might learn to love 
the good. We are continually admonished to love God for his justice and 
mercy; to do unto others as we would like them todo unto us; to love 
our neighbors as ourselves; to even love our enemies and those who 
persecute and revile us. 

Paul, in writing to the Roman saints and exhorting them to a strict 
performance of the duties imposed upon them, admonishes them to “Be 
kindly affectioned one to another with brotherly love; in honor preferring 
one another.” In writing his first espistle to the Thessalonians he declares 
that the same admonition comes from God, for he says: “But as touching 
brotherly love ye need not that I write unto you; for ye yourselves are 
taught of God to love one another.” 

How much of this love is discovered in the world to-day? Where dwells 
the people that practices brotherly love in its purity? Can the world point 
out such a community? The Latter-day Saints, a people that has been 
traduced and evil spoken of for more than sixty years, possess this 
beautiful trait in a marked degree. The Gospel they preach, so much 
despised by professed Christianity, has taught them this great lesson. 
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Brotherly love, with its hallowed influences, pervades the bosoms of the 
Saints. The fact that the Elders leave their homes and all that they hold 
dear in this world, to preach the Gospel of God, exhibits a wonderful love 
for the human family. Watch the Elders laboring in the missionary fields, 
performing their duties, determined to complete their task. Day after 
day, for years, they walk the streets and highways, call at the dwellings 
of the people, distribute the messages of the Gospel, expound the scrip- 
tures to all who will lend an ear, and do all in their power to warn the 
human family of pending judgments, by calling them to repentance. 
These labors of love are performed under many difficulties and much 
discouragement. The Elders are reviled and persecuted; calumny is 
heaped upon their heads; and, many times, the contumely and reproach 
would cover them with shame, were it not for the testimony they have 
received of the truth of what they teach, and the love they bear to their 
revilers. 

They do as Paul did. They make the Gospel of Christ without charge. 
They make all sacrifices that they might thus clear themselves of the blood 
of this generation. This is brotherly love, indeed! 

Watch the Elders in their meeting with one another. Attend their 
gatherings, at conferences and elsewhere, and there receive an object 
lesson in brotherly love. Elders who have never before seen each other, 
not even knowing each other’s name, will meet, with a fervent clasp of hand 
and, as their right hands join, acquaintance, friendship and love, recog- 
nition of kindred souls, beam from their eyes. Their embraces are those 
of brotherly love; their joy is indescribable; words fail to express what 
they feel. There is no rivalry; there is no envying; no jealousy. Each. 
glories in the success of the other, and unitedly they thank God for the 
happy results that have crowned their labors. Why is this love? Can the 
world explain it? No; to the Christian of to-day, this burying of all 
emulation, this total lack of a desire for self aggrandizement, this absence 
of strife, is a mystery beyond their powers of solution. From what source 
does this brotherly love spring? It is born of sacrifice, nurtured in humil- 
ity and faith, developed in the trials and tribulations attendant on their 
labors, and matured in the joy springing from duty well performed. 
Their minds are pure and bent upon the things of God. Freely they 
have received of the life giving truths revealed from on high; freely they 
give. Can you wonder that in such a fertile soil, the plant, watched with 
such tender care, should produce such a strange phenomenon in the 
nineteenth century? Yet it is true. Instances are on record, where 
this depth of love and affection, evidenced by the light hearts and cheer- 
ful countenances of the “Mormon” Elders, when contrasted with the cold, 
passionless and gloomy gatherings of modern Christianity, has caused 
honest-hearted souls to investigate the Gospel set forth by the Latter-day 
Saints, to become convinced of its truth, to yield obedience to its mandates, 
and, according to the promises of God, to receive testimonies of its truth. 

Such are the fruits of godly lives. To our revilers we put the question 
asked by the Savior, “Do men gather grapes of thorns, or figs of thistles?” 
His answer was, as is ours: “Ye shall know them by their fruits. * 
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.:, in ® A good tree cannot bring forth evil fruit, neither can a 
corrupt tree bring forth good fruit.” This brotherly love, then, is strictly 
in obedience to the teachings of the Gospel, the Savior’s Gospel, not the 
thin shell without the meat, which to-day is held out to the world as that 
which will save and exalt the human family, a form of godliness without 
any spiritual power. This Gospel, the Elders of the Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-day Saints are teaching to-day. It is the knowledge 
that it has been restored to the earth, revealed in all its purity and primi- 
tive glory with other blessings attendant on the fulness of times, which 
enables the Elders to cultivate brotherly love, not only among themselves, 
but toward those to whom they are sent with the Gospel. 

They also realize that they are placed in the position of Ezekiel who was 
set as a watchman in Israel. The Lord impressed him with his responsi- 
bility in the following words: When I bring the sword upon a land, if 
the people of the land take a man of their coasts, and set him for their 
watchman: If when he seeth the sword come upon the land, he blow the 
trumpet, and warn the people; then whosoever heareth the sound of the 
trumpet, and taketh not warning; if the sword come, and take him away, 
his blood shall be upon his own head. * * * But he 
that taketh warning shall deliver his soul. But if the watchman see the 
sword come, and blow not the trumpet, and the people be not warned; if 
the sword come, and take any person from among them, he is taken away 
in his iniquity; but his blood will I require at the watchman’s hand.” 
For this reason they feel with Paul, “Woe is unto me, if I preach not the 
Gospel.” 

In order to clear their garments of the blood of this generation, the

If they will not believe your words, 
so live that they may heed the Savior’s words to doubting Philip,

REMINISCENCES OF THE CHURCH IN NAUVOO. 


In Ramsbottom, Lancashire, England, resides an aged brother who at one 
time lived in Nauvoo, IIIs., U. S. A., and had often heard the Prophet, 
Joseph Smith, address the Saints. His name is Robert Horne, and he is 
now in his eightieth year. He was visited by one of the Elders a few 
days ago and he then related many incidents which occurred during the 
time he spent in Nauvoo. As these will undoubtedly prove of interest to 
the Saints some of them are reproduced here. 

Brother Horne was baptized by Elder Levi Crawshaw, then president 
of the Tottingham branch of the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints, February 22, 1842, being then about thirty years old. In September 
of the same year he sailed from Liverpool in the Sidney, of Boston, bound 
for New Orleans, Captain Cowen. Elder Levi Richards was in charge of 
the company. On this same ship sailed Father and Mother Cannon, with 
their six children, among whom were George Q. Cannon and his brother 
Angus M. Cannon. They had a stormy voyage and a number of the 
passengers died on the way. Among them was Mother Cannon, who was 
buried at sea near one of the Azore islands known as the Hole in the 
Wall. They finally landed at New Orleans November 14, and most of 
them took passage on the steamer Alex Scott, up the Mississippi River, 
landing at St. Louis, December 17. Brother Horne went up to Alton, IIIs., 
some twenty-five miles south of Nauvoo, in company with Brother Richard 
M. Kay and others. Here we will give the reminiscences in Brother 
Horne’s own words: 

“While I was at Alton, Brother Joseph left for Springfield, charged with 
shooting ex-Governor Boggs, of Missouri, but he was honorably acquitted. 
J. C. Bennet about this time came to Alton from Nauvoo, and sought to 
palm off his wickedness on Joseph Smith, which, you know, caused that 
serious friction between the Prophet and Brother Orson Pratt. 

“In the spring of 43 the Charles Miller excitement commenced. This 
man drew many people after him by predicting that the world would come 
to an end in April of that year, though he afterwards put it off for a year 
owing to some miscalculation. Some of his followers sold off all that 
they had. One of my neighbors brought his butter, cheese and eggs to 
us, saying he wanted only enough to live on until the end. We bought 
them for a song, and smiled at the faith which we knew to be founded on 
false evidence. Well, Brother Parley Pratt came across Missouri about 
this time, as a fugitive from unjust law, and landed in St. Louis. One 
morning when he stepped out of the hotel some man accosted him. Find- 
ing himself known he immediately crossed the river and walked to Alton. 
I saw him and shouted, ‘How do you do, Brother Parley?’ He replied, 
Who are you?’ ‘Brother Horne, I answered. Then he knew me. I took 
him to Brother George D. Watt, John M. Kay and Levi Richards. There 
was a young man of much public influence in Alton. His name was John 
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Wood. He wanted Brother Parley to disprove Miller's teachings. Brother 
Parley said that if he could secure protection from the mobs of Missouri 
he would try it. Wood declared that they d use all the artillery and men 
in Alton before the Missourians should take Mr. Pratt. So Parley preached 
and disproved all Miller’s teachings. He showed that all prophecy which 
had been fulfilled up till now had been fulfilled literally, and, therefore, 
all unfulfilled prophecy would also be fulfilled literally; that Jerusalem 
was to be rebuilt and the Jews gathered into their own land. Oh, it was 
worth the hearing, I tell you. 

“On May 23, 1843, 1 listened to a discourse preached in the Nauvoo 
temple, which was then only partially finished. Brother Joseph was 
talking on the pre-existence of our spirits, and our relations to God in the 
spirit world, and our standing in the family circle of our Father. Now I 
am telling the truth, and I remember that while thus talking he suddenly 
turned around to the Apostles sitting on the stand and said in effect: 
‘Brethren, if I were to tell you all I know of the kingdom of God, I do 
know that you would rise up and kill me.’ Brother Brigham arose and 
said, ‘Don’t tell me anything that I can’t bear, for I don’t want to aposta- 
tize.’ Brother Joseph, addressing the Apostles, then said: ‘The weight of 
this kingdom has been as a millstone around my neck, but I am going to 
roll it off on your shoulders, and then the kingdom of God will go on.’ 
There were eleven of the Apostles present at this time. Among them I 
saw Parley Pratt, Orson Pratt, Willard Richards, Geo. A. Smith, Brigham 
Young and John Taylor. I don’t remember the others. 

„At one time I brought with me some boxes of glass that had been 


given me by a brother in the Philadelphia branch for Brother Joseph. At 


Alton I got a man named Dan Jones to take them up to Nauvoo on his 
boat, which he promised to do after much questioning. Sometime afterwards 
I saw the Elders baptizing for the dead in the Mississippi River. This 
was something new to me, and the beauty of this great principle dawned 
upon me. I had never heard of such a doctrine then. Orson Pratt was 
baptizing. Brother Joseph stood on the banks holding a child in his arms. 
He was tall and stately and looked so grand, and he seemed clothed with 
such majesty that I had not the impudence to speak to him and ask 
if he had received those boxes of glass. 

“Oh, here is the Pearl of Great Price,” said Brother Horne, picking up 
that book. “I’ve seen these records with my own eyes,” referring to the 
Book of Abraham, “and handled them with these hands. Mother Lucy 
(Joseph’s mother) showed them to me. You know Joseph had purchased 
four mummies. They were one of the Egyptian Pharaohs, his wife, sister 
and daughter. I took hold of the breastbone of one of them. The records 
which I saw were some kind of parchment or papyrus, and it contained 
writing in red and black. Mother Lucy told me that one was the writings 
of Abraham and the other the writings of Joseph, who was sold in Egypt. 

J remember many of those who crossed the ocean with me. Among 
them was a man named Dan McIntosh, an ardent politician. He did not 
belong to the Church. He had a talk with Joseph, and he told me, 
‘Joseph is a good fellow. He's as straight asa rush. He's told me what 
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to do and I mean to do just what he’s told me.’ He did, and afterwards 
went out to Utah and joined the Church. 

„J was getting along nicely at Alton, but I returned to England in 
July of 1843 to bring over my wife. Here the devil hit me a heavy blow. 
He laid me up with the ague for three months, poverty stepped in, and 
here I am to-day. I had left everything in Illinois, intending to come 
back. I had arranged for eighty acres of land, which I lost by leaving. 
In two years’ time afterwards $40,000 worth of timber was sold from those 
acres. So you see how I was punished. But since that time I don’t know 
that a day, or night, have passed when this Church and my people have 
not been on my mind. Nothing can turn me. What I have seen I know. 
I have a testimony that the Gospel is true, and that the priesthood of the 
living God is with the twelve Apostles.” 

Brother Horne, while now nearly eighty years of age, enjoys fair health, 
and his memory is very bright and clear. Were his wife a member of the 
Church he would long have re-gathered with the Saints. On his return to 
Liverpool Brother Horne brought with him a letter from Elder Levi 
Richards, dated Nauvoo, June 2, 1843, which, we find, was published in the 
MILLENNIAL Star in September 1843. 


A NOVEL CEREMONY. 

Lavy Strarrorp NoRTHOOTE, writing in a recent number of Blackwood, 
says that at Soissons Cathedral she witnessed the “Lavement des Pieds,” 
a most novel ceremony. In the nave of the cathedral an oblong space was 
fenced in, around which were placed chairs for the congregation. At the 
west end of the enclosure was a slightly-raised platform, on which sat 
twelve old men whose feet were to be washed. Before them was placed a 
long table, covered with a white cloth, which bore piles of loaves. The 
commencement of the ceremony was heralded by a procession of some 
fifty seminarists, with cassock, cotta, and short black cape, who quietly 
took up their alloted places. Presently, from the east end of the church, 
came a procession of canons of the diocese, similarly vested, in the rear 
of whom was the bishop with his pastoral staff, and wearing a velvet cape 
and a mitre of white and gold. After a short preliminary office the bishop 
took his seat in the center of the enclosure, facing the nave pulpit. 
Thence an Oblate of the Sacred Heart delivered a sermon, which was 
chiefly an amplification of the Gospel narrative of the Savior’s washing 
the feet of His disciples. When the address was concluded, the bishop 
was divested of his cape and girded with a towel, and the actual ceremony 
began. One priest bore a basin, which he held under the foot of each old 
man, while another poured water over it from a silver-gilt ewer. The 
bishop then dried and kissed the foot, and other assistants successively 
handed him a cup of wine, a loaf, and a piece of money, which he gave to 
each recipient. It may be imagined that this function was a very trying 
one to the chief actor in it. Nevertheless the bishop, a fine, venerable, 
and benevolent-looking old gentleman, performed his part with great 
dignity and kindliness of manner. 
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UTAH NEWS. 


(Summarized from Territorial papers. 

Riley Kent, of Millville, Cache County, has been badly injured by the kick of a horse. 

The residence of a Salt Lake citizen was raided on August 8, and burglarized. Sus- 
picion rests on the escaped convicts. 

The little daughter of William Buys, at Heber, Wasatch County, fell from a second 

story window, a distance of fifteen feet, and was severely injured. 

A. P. Rasmussen, of Richfied, Beaver County, was accidently thrown from his wagon, 
while driving up Cedar Ridge Canyon, and his left ankle was dislocated. 

While operating a sausage machine, James Betts, aged 20 years, had his hand drawn 
into the cogs of the machine. The first, second and third fingers were mangled fearfully. 

Seven of the most desperate convicts in the Utah penitentiary escaped from that 
institution on August 6. Several of them have already been recaptured and returned to 
the penitentiary. 

Bills bave been introduced in the United States Senate, by Senator Carey, for the 
admission of Utah, New Mexico, Arizona and Oklahoma. They are practically the 
same measures that were discussed by the last congress. 


Salt Lake City bas been sued by Esther Walker for $5,000 damages, which she claims 
to have sustained by the city’s wrongful diverting of the waters of the Jordan and from 
thence on to plaintiff's lands, rendering them, with the accumulated sewage, unfit for 
habitation. 

On August 10, a street car at Ogden coming down a grade, struck the wagon of William 
Hall, in which that gentleman and his ten-year-old son, Amos, were riding, killing one 
of the horses, throwing Mr. Hall a distance of twenty feet, breaking his right leg, and 
severely bruising the lad. 

John Muir, a teamster, residing in Salt Lake City, met with an exceedingly painful 


accident on August 8. He was seated on a high load of baled hay, and was driving 


through an arched gate, when his body was caught between the top of the gate and the 
load, and terribly pinched. One rib was broken and he was otherwise hurt. 


Edwin Maw, one of the early pioneers of Utah, died at his residence in Ogden, Weber 
County, on August 9, of paralysis and old age. He was 84 years of age, and came to 
Utah among the first. For many years he was a prominent figure and was known as 
Grandpa Maw. The funeral services were held in the Fourth Ward meeting house on 
August 11, at 3 p.m. 

While hauling a load of logs in the canyon, James Olson, of Ephraim, attempted to 
cross an unsafe bridge and was thrown from the wagon, striking the back of his neck on 
a brake block. He was dragged along by the wagon for some distance before the team 
could be stopped. He was brought home and suffered untold agony until his death. 
During the last few days of his life he was stricken with paralysis on the left side, leav- 
ing him entirely helpless. He leaves a wife and three children to mourn his loss. 


Late on the evening of August 7 a sheepherder brought word to Butlerville, near the 
mouth of Big Cottonwood Canyon, that a dead man was found up in the canyon. John 
Wood and a couple of neighbors immediately started up on horses and about 11 o’clock 
found the body of Philander T. Mayne, a Salt Lake mining operator. He was sitting 
in the front seat of his wagon, leaning backwards, his head and arms resting on a seat a 
couple of feet behind the first one. The team was on its way down the canyon, the lines 
dragging. The body was brought home during the night. The deceased had been on his 
way to a mine on which he had done much prospecting. One of his old associates said : 
am satisfied he died of failure of the heart, caused by overjoy following a rich strike 
in the mine since he left the city. I base my conclusions on the fact that a sack of very 
fine ore was found in his wagon. I feel sure he was on his way home to relate his good 
luck to us when death suddenly overtook him.” 
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
